Subject: Active Shooter Training 


Hi Gloria, 


After the shooting this weekend at Foisia, my staff member who was there coaching a team brought up a good 
point. Usually active shooter trainings assume we are inside a building. Will you please ask the deputy who is providing 
the training to address an outdoor shooting too? 
e For example, she noted that the gunman on the field appeared to be using the kids as a shield, keeping them 
between him and the car that was stalking him. 
e She expressed that many parents and kids visiting Foisia from another park weren’t familiar with the 
neighborhood, and didn’t know their way around enough to attempt to flee the area. 
e Perhaps the deputy can address these staff members and volunteer coaches with a plan for that type of 
incident, where basically they feel like sitting ducks. What do they recommend for protecting a group of young 
kids who are just stuck in a dugout? 


Will you please ask the deputy to address this incident specifically? | think our staff members need to feel confident 
about facing an incident that may present itself again at a park or other outdoor location. Also, if the deputy has any 
resources for the kids, staff members, and parents who witnessed this violence, | think we should make it available to 


them. My staff member was pretty shaken up after she had time to process what happened and what could have 
happened.
